— It has been decided that, In addition to licence* that 
may be issued to established importers for the import of exposed cinema films 
during the current licensing period according to the policy indicated against 
Serial No. 117 of Part IV of Appendix *A’ to the current Red Book, applications for 
the import of a limited number of cinema Aims produced in non-English speaking 
countries should also be considered on merits, 

2. Intending importers should address the Chief Controller of Imports, NeW 
Delhi, giving full particulars of the film or films which they wish to import, 
Including any available literature relating to them. They should also indicate the 
terms on which the films will be imported along with their own position and 
standing in the film trade in the country. 

3. Applications should reach the Chief Controller of Imports by the 1st Dec ran bet, 
1952, but those who are unable to apply by that date, will have a frcuJa ofa&aca tb 
do so in the first quarter of 1053.

Subject: — Import of Sports Goods falling under Serial No, 325 Part IV of 
Import Trade Control Schedule Licensing policy for July-December 1952. 

No. 121-ITC(P.N.)/52, — With reference to public Notice No. 69-ITC(P.N.) /53, 
dated the 27th June 1952 inviting information regarding import of certain sports 
goods, it has been decided to issue licences to Established Importers on the basie 
of 100 per cent, of half of their best years' import* during the basic period i«„ 
1045-46 to 1951-52 for the items listed below: — 

(I) Billiard Accessories including B Allard Cashlons, cloth, cues, dfcalK and 

tips; 

(II) Golf Clubs; 

(lil) Roller Skates; 

(iv) Steel fishing rods; 

(v) Skulling Exerciser* trowing machines) 
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(vi) Rackets for tennis, badminton and squash, provided the c.i.f. value of 
each without guts is not below Sh. 32, Sh. 22 & Sh. 22 respectively; 

(vli) Bats for cricket and table tennis provided the c.i.f. value of each IS not 
below Sh. 35 and Sh. 4 respectively. 

(vlii) AIrguns and air pistols of the type used for shooting purpose but ex- 
cluding toy guns or pistolB. 

2. Basic Imports of the articles specified in (vl) & (vli) of Para 1 above irres- 
pective of the value of the individual item will be taken Into account for purposes 
of calculation of quota but the licences to be issued will be valid only for the 
import of the articles falling within value range specified in these paragraphs. 

3. Applications fer licences far the items listed in para. 1 should be submitted 
to the licensing authority concerned in the prescribed form and. manner not later 
the 15th December, 1952. The validity period of licences irrespective of the date 
of issue will be upto the 30th June 1952.
